So this year California lawmak- 
ers went one step further: In civil 
but not in criminal cases, a Cali- 
fornia lawyer can now ask for an- 
other, judge to hear the case with- 
out having to prove the judge's 
bias. The lawyer has only one such 
challenge, which he males in a 
sworn statement. In it he says that 
jhe has reason to believe that the 
judge is prejudiced against a party, 
a lawyer, for against an interést at 
stake. He says that he doubts that 
his side will get a fair hearing. 
The lawyer need not go into de- 
tails, but since each side has only 
one such “challenge,” he should use 
his with care.
